As of Friday, July 31, approx- 
imately 2,991 residents in 
Belchertown total, have been 
tested for COVID-19, out of an 
approximate 15,000 population. 
At its peak, Belchertown’s com- 
munity infection percentage was 
12 percent. Belchertown’s total 
number of cases has risen to 132, 
according to Metcalf, adding that 
Belchertown has not gone a week 
without new cases. 

“(Based on) the math of infec- 
tion and the math of epidemiol- 
ogy - you only have a very short 
window to drive your numbers 
down before the math takes over 
and eight cases become 16 cases 
and 16 cases become 32,” Metcalf 
said. “Once you start getting 
wide-spread community transfer 
you stop going from one person 
infecting another to two people 
infecting another.” 

Metcalf said the Belchertown 
community needs to take action 
in getting case numbers down,

BELCHERTOWN -— While the 
selectboard doubled down on the 
town beach closure, the town pool 
may see a mid-September open- 
ing following a pool deck project. 

Selectboard Chair Gail 
Gramarossa said they board 
wasn’t looking to change its mind 
in terms of the town beach, but 
earlier in the spring the board 
voted to reassess the situation 
about the town pool at its first 
meeting in September. 

Selectboard member Jim Barry 
asked the board about proposed 
repairs that would be made during 
the pool’s closure. 

Selectboard member Nick 
O’Connor said he recalls the rea- 
son behind waiting was because 
“we wanted to know what the

Governor issues new travel order for residents, visitors 


BOSTON —- Massachusetts 
Gov. Charlie Baker issued a new 
order mandating all travelers 
from coronavirus hot spots enter- 
ing the commonwealth to fill out 
a Massachusetts travel form and 
quarantine for 14 days. The order 
took effect Saturday, Aug. 1. 

All travelers entering the com- 
monwealth will be required to com- 
ply with a new travel order unless 
they are coming from a low risk

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Belchertown receives MassTrails Grants 


STAFF REPORT 


BELCHERTOWN -— Two Belchertown 
trails are among 55 trail projects through- 
out the Commonwealth to be awarded $4 
million in MassTrails grants by the Baker- 
Polito Administration. The grants will 
support the state’s vast network of trails 
with projects dedicated to the construction, 
maintenance, and improvements for a vari- 
ety of public trails, including hiking trails, 
bikeways and shared-use paths. 

The Belchertown Greenway part 
of the Massachusetts Central Rail Trail 
Connection Planning, Feasibility and 
Permitting Project received a $102,000 
grant with a $25,500 grant match. 

“This project will utilize existing railroad 
bed trail systems and recent state-level rail 
trail planning to plan, design and permit a 
greenway within the New England Central 
Railroad corridor in Belchertown,” accord- 
ing to the press release. “Once built, the 
trail will connect at each end to the larger 
regional network of rail trails including 
the Mass Central Rail Trail network while 
passing through many of the area’s popular 
conservation properties.” 

Another project is the Mill Valley 
Snowmobile Club of Belchertown received 
a $29,188 grant with a $7,297 match for a 
Multi-Use Trail Maintenance Improvement 
Project which will “aid in the continued 
maintenance and improvement of the aban- 
doned railroad bed and adjoining trails in 
the Town of Belchertown. Additionally, 
it will fund the purchase of a mid-size 
Kubota (or similar piece of equipment) 
to allow for a larger drag to be used when 
grooming wide trails for winter recreational 
purposes,” according to the press release. 

“Massachusetts has an extensive network 
of public trails connecting communities 
and regions while offering excellent rec- 
reational opportunities,’ said Governor

& Bond who is doing the pre-bid paperwork,” he said. 
“David Sullivan, is the representative for them showed and 
ran though the meeting attendants’ questions, open the pit 
and let them see the avenues.” 

He told the board most of the questions were related 
to where the company would have access to during the 
school day, depending on which model of reopening the 
schools choose. 

He predicted by next week the bids should be in and 
they will be discussed with Tighe & Bond. 

“We’re waiting for information and see where the bids 
come in or to answer any other questions,” Thibeault said. 

O’Connor then predicted that the pool wouldn’t be able 
to open by Sept. 1. 

Thibeault said the project would take a little over a week 
to complete. 

“For the companies that came out, this is kind of a 
smaller project in terms of their scale of things,” he said. 
“They’ll be in there maybe a week, a week and a half, 
according to David Sullivan for the repair and removal.” 

Town Administrator Gary Brougham agreed with 
Thibeault. 

“The pool deck not a large project, it’s just complex 
because of the structural elements. If it were a flat deck 
over solid ground it would be an easy pour and be done 
in three days,” he said. “Structural iron needs to be 
replaced...Let’s assume concrete work done air dried as 
needs to and somewhere in mid-September and we don’t 
have concerns about the pool deck, I would like to have 
a plan in place to say if it’s possible to reopen how would 
we go about that.” 

He tasked Thibeault and the school grounds staff with 
creating a reopening plan for the pool. 

“That pool operates on a revolving account and I cer- 
tainly wouldn’t compromise public safety over funding, 
but the budget season is coming and if we don’t have any 
user fees were going to be looking at a deep dark hole 
that’s budget cycle for the pool,” Brougham said. “There is 
a lot of incentive to keep looking and coming up with real- 
istic plan for perhaps second week in September.” 


State allocates $50 million for 
emergency education relief 


BOSTON- The Baker-Polito 
Administration announced today it 
will allocate more than $50 million in 
federal CARES Act funds to benefit 
education in elementary and second- 
ary schools, as well as colleges and 
universities. The funding from the fed- 
eral Governor’s Emergency Education 
Relief Fund will improve early liter- 
acy, expand remote learning opportu- 
nities, and cover costs associated with 
reopening certain schools and colleges, 
as well as boost financial aid for col- 
lege students in greater need of finan- 
cial assistance. 

As part of the federal CARES Act, 
governors in each state were grant- 
ed a share of discretionary dollars to 
ensure continuity of educational ser- 
vices during the COVID-19 crisis. The 
Baker-Polito Administration previous- 
ly allocated nearly $1 billion in federal 
funds to help municipalities, school 
districts, and colleges and universi- 
ties in the Commonwealth address 
COVID-related expenses. 

The funding announced today will 
support the following initiatives: 

- Up to $10 million for early liter- 
acy programs that provide extra help 
to students through grade 3, aimed at 
remediating learning loss children may 
have experienced since schools closed 
in March, as well as accelerate reading 
skills of children in high-need commu- 
nities; 

- Up to $7.5 million to expand 
access to online courses, including 
advanced placement, early college or 
dual enrollment courses; 

- Up to $25 million to cover 
COVID-related expenses associated 
with reopening colleges and universi-

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ties, as well as certain non-public ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. Funds 
will be allocated based on the number 
and percentage of low-income students 
these schools enroll; 

- Up to $2.5 million in financial 
aid for low-income college students 
attending public colleges to ensure 
they can cover emergency expenses to 
continue their education; 

- And up to $5 million set aside in 
an emergency reserve fund. 

“Our administration is committed 
to supporting every student in our 
schools as districts and universities 
prepare for the start of the school 
year,’ said Gov. Charlie Baker. “This 
$50 million investment represents 
flexible funding that can be used for a 
variety of critical resources for schools 
and colleges as they begin to reopen 
and bring kids back into the classroom, 
especially in our most vulnerable com- 
munities.”

A summer shrub 
laden with blooms

gardens. While it’s hard to 

spot perennials and flower- 
ing annuals from 35 mph, it’s a 
bit easier to admire a good-look- 
ing shrub. This time of year the 
Rose of Sharon fits the bill. 

The Rose of Sharon (Hibiscus 
syriacus) 1s also known as Shrub 
Althea. It is a member of the 
mallow family, a diverse bunch 
of plants that include holly- 
hocks, marsh mallows, cotton, 
okra and even tropical hibiscus as kin. Hibiscus syriacus 
is native to Asia but had already found a home in North 
America by 1600. In the 19th century it was among the 
most popular shrubs in the nursery trade. 

This deciduous shrub will grow happily in zones 5 
to 8. It has an upright growth habit that lends itself 
well to all types of combination plantings. I have seen 
Rose of Sharon used in foundation plantings, as stand 
alone hedges, and as the backdrop for perennial borders. 
Likewise, a single shrub can be trained to be an outstand- 
ing specimen. 

Because its flowers are borne on new growth rather 
than old, pruning can be accomplished in late winter or 
early spring without the risk of sacrificing blooms. As 
with most shrubs, concentrate first on removing any dead 
branches, then remove those that are crossing or rubbing 
on one another. If growth needs to be checked, cut well 
into the shrub to decrease its height and girth. Cutting 
back to a bud that points outward and in the direction of 
least competition will result in a bushy, less lanky shrub, 
one suitable for use as a specimen. Frequent pruning

results in fewer but larger flowers, whereas no or little 
pruning gives way to many small flowers. 





Plant the Rose of Sharon in full sun or partly shady 
situations. Although it is tolerant of many types of soil, 
from seashore sandy to wet, this shrub prefers deep, 
well-drained soil to perform its best. Fertilization is rare- 
ly necessary. Although Japanese beetles are said to favor 
the flowers, I haven’t had much of a problem with them. 

Do you have an especially nice variety in your yard 
that you’d love to share? Propagation is easy! So easy, in 
fact, that I had cuttings root last year without even trying 
to do so. You see, I used the prunings from an overgrown 
Rose of Sharon as a trellis for my peas. Once the peas 
were gone by I began to pull out the branches. Two had 
mysteriously taken root! To intentionally propagate this 
plant, simply take a softwood cutting four or five inches 
long in early summer. Remove lower foliage and insert 
into the ground in a shady location. Water as needed. 
By seasons end roots will have likely formed, but wait 
until spring to move your cutting to a nursery bed. Seeds 
of the Rose of Sharon have also been known to sprout 
under the mother plant, sometimes to the degree of being 
a nuisance. Grow these seedlings on and see what color 
flower you get; there is no guarantee it will be the same 
as mother. 

Yes, and what about those beautiful flowers? So far 
we've covered everything but! Single or double hibis- 
cus-shaped flowers come in shades of red, pink, purple 
and white, depending on the cultivar. Like those of their 
tropical cousin, individual Rose of Sharon flowers bloom 
for a single day, close at night, then eventually drop 
from the plant. Even at that rate, flowering occurs for 
many weeks throughout August and September. In my 
opinion, single-flowered cultivars are more desirable; 
they put on a better show and are more tolerant of rainy 
weather. Double types turn to mush after a rainstorm, 
much like petunia flowers do. Not very attractive and oh 
so squishy! ‘Diana’ is my all time favorite cultivar. Four 
six-inch pure white single flowers bloom in abundance, 
even through the night, making it a perfect candidate for 
use in a moonlit garden. ‘Woodbridge’ 1s another popular 
variety. It is deep pink and darker at the base. “Blue Bird’ 
is unique, sky blue with a red center. 

Whichever variety you choose, enjoy lots of flowers 
for very little effort.

Can I get a widows benefit 
if I'm on disability?

Dear Rusty: I was recently approved for 
my Social Security disability benefits. Will 
I still be able to get my widow’s benefits 
when I turn 60, which is right around the 
corner? Or do I lose those because I am 
disabled? Signed: An Uncertain Widow 


Dear Uncertain Widow: You will 
not lose your survivor (widow’s) bene- 
fits because you are now collecting Social 
Security Disability Insurance benefits. You 
can get the survivor benefit if it is more 
than your SSDI benefit and provided that 
you did not remarry before age 60 (and 
remain married). If you are entitled to and 
claim a survivor benefit while on SSDI, it 
will come as a Separate supplemental pay- 
ment which, along with your SSDI benefit, 
equals the amount you are due as a widow. 

If you are now on SSDI you can actually 
take your survivor benefit before age 60 
because survivor benefits can be taken as 
early as age 50 if you are disabled. But 
claimed at age 60 or earlier, the survivor 
benefit will be reduced by 28.5% from 
what it would be if you wait until your full 
retirement age (FRA) of 67 to claim it. If 
you are collecting both SSDI and the sur- 
vivor supplement when you reach your full 
retirement age, it will automatically con- 
vert to one payment equal to what you’re 
entitled to as a survivor (SSDI benefits stop 
at full retirement age). 

It would be prudent for you to evaluate 
whether you should continue with your 
SSDI benefits only for a while and allow 
your survivor benefit to grow to a higher 
amount. At age 67, your survivor benefit as 
a widow will be 100% of the amount your 
deceased husband was receiving, or enti- 


tled to receive, at his death. But claiming it 
before your full retirement age will mean it 
will be cut by 4.75% for each year earlier 
than your FRA that you claim it. You can 
find out your full survivor benefit amount 
by contacting Social Security. 

Your survivor benefit will reach max- 
imum at your full retirement age, and it 
does not expire so you can delay up to 
age 67 to claim if you wish (to get the 
maximum amount as a widow). But if 
your financial situation is such that you 
need the reduced survivor benefit earlier, 
and your benefit as a widow is more than 
your SSDI benefit, you can claim it at any 
time. Survivor benefits must be applied 
for directly with the Social Security 
Administration, which you can reach by 
phone at 1.800.772.1213, or at your local 
office (find the phone number for your 
local office at www.ssa.gov/locator). Note 
that all Social Security offices are tempo- 
rarily closed to in-person visits by the pub- 
lic, so telephone is your only current option 
to apply for your survivor benefit, until 
after the pandemic closure is lifted.

mid all the troubles occupying our 
A eteton one of the more worri- 
some is also one of the least visible. 
It is the loss of public faith in the effective- 
ness of our representative democracy. 
While most state and local governments,

and information, seeking those that reinforce their views. 
These days, we often live in different worlds from one 
another. 

Politicians have played a significant role in this. Some 
are bent on stoking division. Many play to their parties’ 
bases. And some, at both the state and federal level, do 
their best to narrow the public support on which govern- 
ment rests by making it difficult for everyone who’s enti- 
tled to vote to cast an actual ballot. 

To be sure, there are plenty of efforts in many commu- 
nities to work against these trends, to expand participation 
and build connections, and to decrease division. Still, the 


challenge we face as a nation 1s to revitalize our democracy 
and its institutions. We need to strengthen representative 
democracy by restoring the effectiveness of government, 
rebuild Congress as a functional, co-equal branch of the 
federal government, and restore confidence in our institu- 
tions, public and private. 

How do we do this? Calls for greater public participation 
and involvement are on target, but not enough. While I’m 
always encouraged by political leaders who seek to involve 
the public and by civic groups that try to enhance and 
encourage citizen participation, I believe we’re at the point 
where we need to repair our frayed institutions and push 
back against the forces that divide us. 

We are, after all, the United States. Our name expresses 
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an ideal. So, for that matter, does the course of our history, 
which over time has trended toward expanding inclusivity 
and opportunity for all. One place to start is to appreciate 
our history and take inspiration from that history: to rec- 
ognize where we’ve fallen short, but also to highlight the 
remarkable progress we’ve made and the efforts of com- 
mitted citizens that made it possible. 

We also need to recognize that divisiveness weakens us, 
and that efforts to reknit American society are now urgently 
important. 

To that end, proposals for a year of national service 
strike me as particularly welcome. This would be expensive 
but focusing young Americans on a year of shared endeav- 
or with others from vastly different backgrounds, in the 
military, in AmeriCorps, in internships or public-service 
opportunities, would help meet many needs and be well 
worth the expense. 

We also need to up our game as ordinary citizens and 
beat back the drivers of divisiveness and polarization as we 
work to strengthen our communities. 

Among other things, this means making an effort to 
seek out alternative points of view in the media and paying 
attention to objective, factual reporting. It means support- 
ing measures that bring us together, such as bringing young 
people from all backgrounds and perspectives to work side 
by side in projects for the public good. And it means being 
thoughtful about our engagement: voting for candidates 
focused on pulling us together and working for the com- 
mon good and putting our time and effort into causes that 
bring us together rather than pull us apart. 

In short, we must decide what we can do in the voting 
booth and in our own neighborhoods and communities to 
revitalize our representative democracy. Our aim is to make 
our communities and our country better places to live: 
more creative, inclusive, and welcoming. 

The answer lies not in the stars, but with all of us.

and “the most important thing to do as a 
community is to speak in one voice.” 

This means the same message about 
the virus and precautions must be consis- 
tent, whether it’s coming from the school 
committee, board of selectmen, town 
administrator and business owners. 

“Sometimes I[ feel like I’m shouting 
into the wind and I’m not getting my 
message out,’ Metcalf said. “I can’t say 
it’s just the community, it’s as a state, it’s 
the country.” 

The four prevention techniques that 
will help prevent the spread of COVID- 
19 are as follows: people should wear 
a mask in public, stay six feet apart 
from people in public, wash their hands 
frequently and disinfect high-touch 
surfaces, according to Metcalf. One 
should also avoid crowds, avoid large 
gatherings, and avoid having up-close, 
un-masked conversations with people 
outside of their household. 

Some contributing factors to the uptick 
in the number of COVID-19 cases have 
been travel, illegal gatherings and people 
and businesses becoming increasingly 
lax about taking proper safety precau- 
tions, according to Metcalf. 

“People have been getting lax...it’s 
going to come back to bite us,” Metcalf 
said. “Another prediction was that we 
were going to get a second wave around 
the beginning/middle of November. 
We’re not even out of our first wave at 
this point and we might never be out of 
the first wave.” 

Locally, on Monday, Aug. 3, a local 
business was issued a $300 fine for 
employees refusing to wear a mask, 
Metcalf reported to the board. The busi- 
ness reserves the right to appeal this fine. 


DESE Guidance 
According to Metcalf, the Department 
of Public Health and the Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education 
have not provided formulas or a defini- 
tive rate of when school closure should 
occur, and measures are being left to 


each town’s Board of Health. 

Large epidemiological decisions such 
as this one, should not be left up to hun- 
dreds of different Health departments 
and the need for state or nation-wide reg- 
ulation is essential, according to Metcalf. 
Although DESE has not come out with 
any definitive rates of when a school 
should close, they have, however, created 
a provision to their guidelines about how 
soon a quarantined student may return to 
school. 

School committees statewide are 
required to submit a plan to DESE by 
Aug. 10 detailing three different reopen- 
ing plans - in-person, remote or a hybrid 
of the two. 

New DESE regulation writes into 
provision that students who are in 
close-contact with a COVID-positive 
person may “test out” of quarantine. This 
means that any school-aged child who 
has been quarantined by the BOH due 
to close contact with a COVID positive 
person may get tested for the virus, and 
if their test results come back negative, 
may return to school as early as the fifth 
day of their quarantine. 

This new provision is problematic 
due to the high false-negative rate that 
COVID-19 tests provide at this early 
stage of the virus’s course. COVID-19 
has a two-week incubation period in the 
body before most symptoms occur, creat- 
ing a heightened false-negative rate. 

Metcalf stated that according to public 
health law, this opt-out of quarantine is 
unheard of. 

State DPH has made it clear that they 
are not changing their quarantine guide- 
lines, which leaves schools and their 
local BOH with the difficult decision of 
whether they want to comply with reg- 
ular State quarantine guidelines or with 
this new DECI guidance provision. 

According to Metcalf, all local BOH 
committees have decided not to allow 
students to test-out of quarantine thus far. 

The Board of Health scheduled anoth- 
er virtual meeting on Monday, Aug. 10 at 
6 p.m. to discuss how to bring the case 
curve down and an action plan on how to 
prevent the spread of COVID-19.

“T think at this time we’re looking for another interim 
fire chief,” he said. “In regard to looking for someone for 
a replacement, I think we should put it out there and look 
at getting the best candidate and the best person to fill the 
position.” 

He added it might be tough to find a replacement for an 
interim position. Sexton said he would like to board to put 
together a list of qualifications they would like the board to 
have to be in the position. 

Selectboard member Jen Silva said she would like to 
speak to the officership and get their input. 

“Just to get their thoughts on what they’re looking to 
see take place,” she said. “But I would like interested can- 
didates to submit a resume so we can take a look at what 
we have. I would like to stay within the department if we 
possibly can.” 

Joyce suggested looking to David Seiffert, who served 
as fire chief for 21 years in Granby. 

“TI believe using him as a technical person to help us,” 
Joyce said. “Let’s face it, we’re not firemen...getting 
someone like him to be there to help create questions for 
us. He would be a good technical advisor.” 

The board decided to schedule a meeting with the offi- 
cership on Aug. 10. For those that can’t make the meeting, 
the people are encouraged to send the Martin an email or 
submit a letter to the town with comments. 

The Selectboard sent a letter of notification to Mitchell 
dated June 1, notifying him of “the town’s intention not to 
renew (his) contract as of July 1, 2021,” according to the 
letter.

“record of dangerous operation,’ according to the minutes. 

This is not the first time Mitchell has been placed on 
administrative leave from the department. 


He was placed on paid administrative leave for one 
week in the spring of 2018, following an investigation into 
the chief’s conduct while on duty, according to Sentinel 
archives. 

From August to September of the same year, Mitchell 
was on paid administrative leave while an investigation 
into alleged harassment and hostile work environment 
were underway.

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TMC votes to keep wrestling tournament

REGION — While the region 
is in for more delays of high 
school sports action, the MIAA’s 
Tournament Management Com- 
mittee is continuing its work to 
prepare for the 2021 fall season 
under what will be new tourna- 
ment formats and divisional align- 
ments. 

In late February, a majori- 
ty of the member schools in 
Massachusetts voted in favor of 
eliminating the sectional tourna- 


ment and switching to a statewide 
tournament that would include 32 
teams as well as the possibility 
of playing to qualify if a school 
finishes with a record of .500 or 
above. 

The move was very unpopular 
with many Western Massachusetts 
schools because of the vast diver- 
sity in the area, hence the use of 
the Walker Rating system that has 
been used to determine tourna- 
ment seeds in many team sports 
such as soccer, basketball, field 
hockey, hockey, baseball, softball, 
and lacrosse. Central Mass. has 


also used to the system in some 
tournaments. 

The ranking system was sup- 
posed to switch over MaxPreps 
for this fall and would have been 
used to rank the final Western 
Mass. tournaments. MaxPreps has 
a proprietary ranking system not 
revealed publicly, but the MIAA 
has opted to delay its use for now. 

However, now, it is unclear 
whether a fall season or a tourna- 
ment will take place in the final 
year to have sectional tourna- 
ments through the MIAA. 

The Pioneer Valley 


Interscholastic Athletic 
Association has discussed holding 
its own sectionals once the state 
switches over, but the COVID-19 
pandemic has caused planning for 
that to be put on “the back burn- 
er’ according to PVIAC Board 
member David Stratton, athletic 
director at Agawam High School. 

The PVIAC and other gov- 
erning boards are looking at the 
current situation and working on 
just getting players back on fields 
safely and following proper safety 
protocols while the pandemic still 
exists. 


Meanwhile, the TMC began 
the process of approving some 
alignments. The first, which 
was approved at a meeting last 
Tuesday, was the alignments for 
wrestling. 

Wrestling has always been an 
individual sport with teams scor- 
ing points at the major meets. By 
a 10-2-1 vote, the TMC approved 
continuing with a sectional 
tournament as a means of qual- 
ifying for the state tournament.
